ORDINANCE NO. 94-17 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA 
AMENDING THE 1989 PALM BEACH COUNTY 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE NO. 
89-17, AS AMENDED, AMENDING THE TEXT OF THE 
FOLLOWING ELEMENTS OF THE PLAN: INTRODUCTION / 
ADMINISTRATION; TRAFFIC CIRCULATION; POTABLE 
WATER SUB-ELEMENT; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF 
LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; 
PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS 
AND ORDINANCES OF PALM BEACH COUNTY; AND 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 
WHEREAS, Palm Beach County adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 
on August 31, 1989 in Ordinance No. 89-17; and 
WHEREAS, Palm Beach County amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 
as provided by Chapter 163, Florida Statutes; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County staff has initiated amendments 
to several elements of the Comprehensive Plan and has initiated an 
amendment to the Future Land Use Atlas of the Comprehensive Plan, 
in order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the public of 
Palm Beach County; and 
WHEREAS, property owners have initiated several amendments to 
the Future Land Use Atlas of the 1989 Comprehensive plan; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
a public hearing on December 8 and December 13, 1993 to review the 
proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan and 
made recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm 
Beach County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, 
Florida Statutes; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, 
as the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public 
hearing pursuant to Chapter 163, Florida Statutes, on January 24 
and March 1, 1994 to review the recommendations of the Local 
Planning Agency, whereupon the Board of County Commissioners 
authorized transmittal of proposed amendments to the Department of 


Community Affairs for review and comment pursuant to Chapter 163, 


Florida Statutes; and 
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WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received on May 27, 1994, the 
Department of Community Affairs "Objections, Recommendations, and 
Comments Report" dated May 25, 1994, which was the Department's 
written review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; and 

WHEREAS, on July 21, 1994, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written 
comments submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to 
consider adoption of the amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County has determined that the amendments as modified satisfy the 
"Objections, Recommendations and Comments Report" raised by the 
Department of Community Affairs and comply with all requirements of 
the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulations Act. | 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that:

Comprehensive Plan are hereby adopted and are attached to this 
Ordinance in Exhibit 2A.

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict.

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 


affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 
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Part IV. Inclusion in the Code of Laws and Ordinances 

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The Sections of the Ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 
changed to "section," "article," or any other appropriate word. 

Part V. Effective Date 

The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
accordance with Section 163.3184, Florida Statutes, whichever 
occurs earlier. No development orders, development permits, or 
land uses dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence 
before it has become effective. If a final order of noncompliance 
is issued by the Administration Commission, this amendment may 
nevertheless be made effective by adoption of a resolution 
affirming its effective status, a copy of which resolutions shall 
be sent to the Department of Community Affairs, Bureau of Local 
Planning, 2740 Centerview Drive, Tallahassee, Florida 32399-2100.

3. Existing and projected population for the service area of the Palm Beach County Water 
Utilities Departnent (PBCWUD) was obtained from that Department, and was calculated 
on the basis of 100 percent eeeupaney—ef-heusing-units of the permanent population 
during peak demand. Existing and projected populations for unincorporated service areas 
of other providers were calculated by adding populations projected to Traffic Analysis 
cons m n or P of Ie CRY within Eo service areas. E 





Service demand was calculated only for areas for which additional development was 
projected, primarily areas west of Military Trail in eastern Palm Beach County. Demand 
was not calculated for unincorporated enclaves, or "pockets," contained within 
municipalities. Enclaves were omitted from demand calculations because: 


0 Many are already developed and service demands for those 
land uses are currently included within the municipal 
system. 

0 Those enclaves not developed will be required to obtain 


sanitary sewer and potable water from the surrounding 
municipality, because of distance from the PBCWUD 
service area. Municipalities now require such enclaves to 
develop in a pattern consistent with surrounding municipal 
land uses, and have allocated capacity for those uses in 
their system. In addition, the City of Delray Beach, which 
contains the largest number of enclaves, has been provided 
with special state legislation enabling that city to annex a 
large number of its enclaves. Delray Beach also now 
requires unincorporated water customers to agree to annex 
whenever they become contiguous. 
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Use of local LOS standards is also encouraged by Chapter 163, Florida Statutes, and 
Chapter 9J-5, Florida Administrative Code, which generally grant the right to set LOS 
standards with the local governments, absent further authorization, such as an amendment 
to a County Charter authorizing County establishment of a LOS standard. Given the fact 
that no Countywide authority to establish LOS standards for sanitary sewer and potable 
water was enacted, the County shall use local standards for concurrency purposes. Any

Approximately 460,000 of the year-round residents were located within municipalities and 
received drinking water either from those municipalities, or private franchises or special 
districts authorized to serve those municipal residents. The exceptions :s are the 

municipalities of Greenacres City. and iun which is are totally served 
by the Palm Beach County Water Utilities Department. A portion of Lake Clarke Shores 
is also served by Palm Beach County Water Utilities Department. 


The remaining approximately 370,000 year-round Palm Beach County residents located 
in the unincorporated portion of the County receive drinking water from one of the 
following sources: 


0 Eastern Palm Beach County: Palm Beach County Water
